Your request was reviewed by the undersigned. Enclosed please find CPD Special Orders: S03-20 “Automated License 
Plate Reader (ALPR) Systems” , S12-09 “Law Enforcement Archival and Reporting Network (LEARN)”and the “AutoVu 
Patroller Law Enforcement User Guide 6.2”. These documents address #’s 1, 2, 4,6,7 and 10 of your request. CPD 
interpreted #3 of your request for databases used to compare APLR data, as seeking records regarding the use of databases 
for this purpose. You are being provided with Special Order S12-09 which addresses the LEARN network database CPD 
utilizes to compare ALPR data. Regarding numbers 5 and 8 of your request for Policies related to the sharing of captured 
ALPR data by this agency with other agencies and Audit Reports, after consultation with our Bureau of Technical 
Services Information Services Division, CPD located no responsive records. 

CPD in consultation with the Office of Emergency Management is providing the following information regarding #9 of 
your request for policies related to maintenance and calibration of the LPR System: 

Below are the maintenance and calibration procedures for our LPRs; 


LPR Checklist 


Check for physical defects to housing. 

Check for loose wiring and mounting hardware. 

UPS - Check Voltage, Cleaning all connections 
(corrosion etc). Batteries. 

Firetide/ PTP/Fluidmesh Wireless radio and 
antenna. Check cable/connector/mounts. 

Wipe down lenses, clean housing and connections 

Ensure Zoom is proper for lens 

Check Focus adjust if needed 

Adjust Exposure if needed 

Ensure reads are at proper 

Ensure video and reads are being stored 


Repairs are implemented as needed.
